They are Mrs. S C. MnConnell, 
Oreana, 111., Mrs. D. J. McAllister, Dal- 
on, City, 111., Mrs W. B. Adams, of Ore- 
na, III., and Airs. Theo. Coleman and 
Mrs. F. A. Funk, ot Deoatur. His wife 
led August 7, 1888. Two" brothers are 
Ivlng, John Good of Bearsdale, and Ru- 
lolpb Good of Indiana. 


About thirty years ago he united with' 


ho United Brethren church of which he 
wax a faltfhal member 'until death, acting 
or years as a class leader and trustee of 
bo Brick church, six miles northwest of 
leuatur. He was ot a positive nature and

-I knew 
him well I loved him, and was his faith- 
tul adherent, and it is the pride of my life 
to have possessed his personal friendship 
Let me tell you that it makes my blood 
boll to witness the scandalous gamo the 
repudlators and the inclters of class hatred 
in this campaign play with his name in 
claiming him as their spiritual ally. I 
will give you an example. They are oir- 
oulatiig among the people a spurious quo- 
tation purporting to be from some speech 
or message of Abraham Linooln. It Is 
tble: 


'As a result of the war, corporations 


have been enthroned and corruption in 
high places will follow and tbe money 
power of the country will endeavor to 
prolong its run by working upon tbe 
prejudice of the people until all wealth 
is aggregated in a few hands and the re- 
public is destroyed. I feel at this mo- 
ment moro anxiety for the safety of my 
country than ever before, even in the 
midst of war. 
God grant that my sus- 


picions may prove groundless." 


Nails a Lie A1>ont Lincoln. 


I have the authority of bis two private 


secretaries, Hay aad Nioolay, who were 
almost constantly in tbe 
presence of 


Abraham Lincoln during his presidency 
untill the day of bis death, and who have 
scanned every word he wrote during that 
period and every report mode of his utter- 
ance, for saying that this quotation is 
false; that Mr. Lincoln never said or 
wrote anything iu tbe least resembling it. 


Mr. Bryan goes about the conutry quo- 


ting from one of tbe messages of ^Abra- 
ham Lincoln this sentence: 


" Labor is prior to and independent of 


capital; capital is only the fruit of labor 
and could never hnve existed if labor^bad 
not first existed. Labor is tbe superior 
of capital and deserves much the higher 
consideration." 


He stops there Instead of reciting the 


next sentence, too: "Capital has its 
rights which are as worthy of protection 
as any other rights." 


No silver apostle ever thinks of repeat- 


Ing a speech made by Abraham Linooln 
to a delegation of worklngmen, address- 
ing them as worklngmen, he himself be- 
ing their truest friend. It was on "the 
31st day of March, 3864, and these were 
his words: 


"Tbo strangest bond of human smypa- 


thy outside of tbo family relation should 
be one uniting all working people of all 
natloLS, and tongues, and kindreds. Nor 
should this lead to a war upon property 
or tbe owners of property. 
Property is 


tbe fruit of labor; property Is desirable- 
it is a positive good In tbe world. 
That 


some should be rich shows that others 
may become rich, and hence is just en- 
couragement to industry and enterprise. 
Let him not who is houseless pnll down 
the bouse of another, but let him labor 
diligently and build one for himself, thus, 


to this crusade of deceptior, greed, and 
malignity against prosperity, good mor- 
als, and social concord1 Abraham Lin- 
ooln favor a policy sure to bring about 
fraudulent national bankruptcy and last- 
ing disgrace to the jbatlonal character' 


Contrast of Antipodes.

SHUT OUT. 


The Trial of the Drainage Case Comes tor a 


Sudden Bud. 


In the circuit court Saturday afternoon 


tbo appeal case of I. A. Buckingham et 
al vs. Melvin Davis, affecting tbe expense 
of keeping a ditch open in tbe southern. 
part of the county, came to sudden end, 
wbon Attorney LeForgee for tbe defend- 
ant, made a motion that all evidence 
offered by tho plaintiS bo excluded from 
the jury on the ground that all of the 
eighteen parties interested in the contract 
were not represented as plaintiffs, only 
five of that number being on record. Tbo 
law requires that in such an action all of 
tbe liighteen parties should be represent- 
ed. Attorney Buckingham for the plain- 
tiffs combatted the technical point, but 
'Judge Vail decided in favor of the defend- 
ant and he instructed the lury to find a 
verdict for the defendant It was done 
at ouco without tho jury leaving their 
seats. The plaintiffs at once entered a 
motion for a new trial. Tho costs in the 
caso thus far amount to $200.

If 
thoro bo too much of it for the legitimate 
purposes of trade nnd commerce, it will 
flow out of tho country; if too little, the 
roverso will result. To withhold what 
wo have and to appreciate our currency to 
that standard, Is tho problem deserving 
tbo most serious consideration of con- 
gross. "—From President Grant's Fifth 
Annual Message, Due.

"I firmly believe that there can. be no 


prosperous and permanent revival of busi- 
ness and Industries until a policy is ad- 
opted, with legislation TO carry It out, 
looking to u return to a specie basis. It 
Is easy to conceive that the debtor and the 
speculative classes may think It of value 
to them to make so-called money abund- 
ant until they can throw a portion of 
their burdens upon others. But even 
these, I bollove, would bb disappointed in

It seems to me tbnt nothing Is clearer 
than that the greater part of the burden 
of existing prostration, for the want of a 
sound financial system, falls uron the 
wprkingman who must, after all, pro- 
duce tbo wealth, nud tho salaried man 
who superintends nnd conducts business.

Why is Money ScarceP 


The p;ople who hnve caused money to 


bo "scarce" aro the same people who have 
seized upon tbo fact that it Is scarce to as- 
sail the "money power" for making it 
scarce. 


Money Is scarce because money has been 


attacked by the Brynnices. They propose 
to rip up our raouey system and substi- 
tute as n basis a 60 cent dollar by opening 
tbo mints to the free coinage of silver at 
18 to 1 when tho commercial ratio is 33 
to 1. 
Men who understand business 


nannot bo deceived by tbo sophistries and 
lame assumptions of the free silverites. 
They know what the effect of the pro- 
posed pernicious system will bo; that all 
gold will bo retired from circulation; tbat 
gold will at once go to a premium and 
that no man can predict what the depre- 
ciation in paper money would be. 


Every banker in the land ns long as he 


does business is a debtor to his depositors 
for thousands and perhaps .millions of 
dollars. The banker uses these deposits 
In bis business. Together with his own 
capital ho 'oans It to men who do busi- 
ness with it. When this is going on busi- 
ness Is prosperous. 
If anything inter- 


venes to check business the banker loseS 
his borrowers, tbo money is back in the 
bank and because business is limited ant) 
borrowing for business purposes has been 
suspended money becomes "scarce" ns wo 
say, yot there is just, as much jiiioney but 
the conditions which brought It into cir- 
culation has boon crippled. 


Again, when a time comes that (here 


is a disturbance, as to the money system 
Itself then thoso who control large or 
small amounts of money cannot afford to 
lend It; first, because they cannot tell 
what kind of money they will bo paid 
back In, and, second, as in the case of the 
banker, who Is a debtor to bis depositors, 
he cannot say, under such conditions, 
bow much money may be withdrawn by 
the depositors. He must have the money 
on band when they come; for, if be 
should fall to meet one such demand im- 
mediately, there would bo a ran rn the 
bank which would drive It to tbo wall. 
Much as a banker might desire to loan 
money bo dnre not do it under suoh con- 
ditions to the extent be would under nor- 
mal 
conditions. 
This makes money 


"scarce" ns wo say, yot there is just as 
much money as before but there Is a bar- 
rier 11 tho shape of distrust tbat obstructs 
its circulation.

This man Sayd was an English authority 
on coinage and the director of the mint 
wrote him asking his views us nn expert 
on tbo bill pending before congress to 
regulate our coinage. Mr. Seyd instead 
of working to secure the dropping of tho 
silver dollar, which was then worth about 
¥1 03, In his communication to tho secre- 
tary of the mint advocated tho retention 
of tbo silver dollar us a coin but reducing 
tbo amount of silver In it so that it would 
circulate) among the people.

ovory other dollar, it cannot be done so 
easily iio.w under the present onslaught 
upon our money system which, if It suc- 
ceeds, will drive gold from circulation en- 
tirely, but banks use tboir own option 
now about such exchange

vides for tho redemption of greenbacks by 
ihe treasury of the United States and not 
by tbo banks.

since the campaign opened; there has been 
no halting, no hesitation, no retreating. 
There has been but one cry, "On to Vic- 
tory1" Each week the estonb of thnt vic- 
tory 1ms had to be enlarged by the conser- 
vative men who havo managed this great 
campaign, because they decided in tho be- 
ginning to claim no state until absolutely 
certain that tho vote of that state would 
back up the claim. 
The first announce- 


ment ofjthe certainty ofjtho election of

Every silver dollar and every paper 
dollar is maintained on an equality with 
gold. You don't stop to look at it; you 
don't consult a bank detector further 
than to see whether it is genuine. If it is 
not a'counterieit it goes, and it goes for 
lOOo on tho dollar—paper money, gold 
money,silver money. The Democrats say 
thut this is practically the gold standard, 
and so it is, and they say they want a 
double standard 


Now, 
I ask you to bear with wo while 


I speak on the subject cf standard. 
A 


standard 
is a measure. You have a 


standard bushel, a standard peck, a stand- 
ard yard stick. 
They are measures, and 


just so the standard dollar la a measure. 
Others are measures of quiintity or length, 
this is a measure of vi.lue. I want to 
know how you can maintain two stand- 
ards if they arp not ot the same size or 
length. Can you have two standard 
bushels when one is only half as largo as 
the other?

all over to the mine owner; that the gov- 
ernment shall build its costly mints, 
equip them with costly machinery, pay 
high salaries to their nssayers and mint- 
era and coiners and tfaat we shall put all 
this freely at the service of the men who 
own these silver mines. 
A dollar like 


that, unsupported by the government, un- 
limited as to the amount of coinage, can 
not be maintained at par 
Government, 


with its bonds outstanding, held by trust 
companies, held by savings bunks, as se- 
curity and Investment for the small earn- 
ings of the widow and orphan and the 
prudent workingmarj who has made his 
deposit, Instead of paying in lOOo dollars 
as promised, shall discharge all tbs public 
obligations in 50c dollars. 


Tne people of this conntrv love it; they 


love its honor. If they bad not loved it, 
if they bad not held Its honor in priceless 
esteem, they would not have sent out 
these great armies in the civil war that 
Its flag might not be stained. They loved 
it so that men died for it with the light 
of glory In tbelr faces us tho light of life 
went out.
